What the child's life in the 
irickyards really meant may be im- 
gincd faintly from the fact that it was 
10 rare thing to see a little child toil- 
ng under the weight of forty pounds

irieks are made. These mere babes— 
ome of them only four or five years 
>ld—would do such work aa this for 
hirteen or fourteen hours a day, and

Smith was the son of a poor brick- 
aver, and began his life as one of the 
it'tle serfs of the brickyard. For six- 
icnce a day he would carry these heavy 
veights of clay, walkingtheei]uivalent

nounted up to a total load of five tons, 
lis sixpences he spent in books. The

.rudgery of his daily tasks pushed him 
ip into the position of manager of a 
jrickyard, but his personal success did 
lot deaden his sympathy with (lie cruel 
ictims of the system from which he

ot, and as a result lost his situ.ition.

doing 


manual work, penniless, and with 
a family living in distress and poverty. 
His mission is not ended. Tlie gypsy 
children of England are still to be 
rescued, and be had set his heart upon 
doin"- that work before he shut his 
eves." He has recently had a grant 
from the Royal Bounty Fund of one 
thousand live hundred dollars to save 
him from immediate destitution, but 
this makes no permanent provision for 
him. The nation which spends three 
million a year for the support of its 
royal idlers should not be willing to 
see the man who has done the royal 
work accomplished by George Smith 
abandoned to actual want and com- 
pelled to cease his philanthropic efforts.

Mr. and Mrs. Lighthall welcomed a

•you were coming, for I could have had 
imore of my 'stuff1 here and made more 
of a show. But this scarf-pin is worth 
looking at," pointing at the same time 
to a huge cluster of diamonds more 
than an inch square, which almost hid 
a gaudy necktie which swathed his 
throat. 


"This is probably the largest pin in 


the United States," he continued. 
"It 


contains one hundred and seventy-nine 
stones, one of which, as you see, weighs 
six carats.

Physical Perfection of the Polynesians.
